Perkins as to insurance at the Area in connection with 
the fatal accident there. Comm. Hubbard states ample coverage 
was carried by the County, however, the Steel company disagreed 
on settlement which plaintiff would accept at a given date, conse- 
quently costing the County the amount included in the current 
budget, none of which can be collected from the insurance com- 
pany. The county bank book was held in escrow for said amount. 

The Extension Service budget was read and question by Rep. 
Harkins as to the amount the County paid and what amount the 
Federal Government paid. 

Further discussion by Rep. O’Shan as to the possibility of the 
Area returning some money to the County. Chairman Goodhue 
asks if Area cannot pay out of depreciation carried. 

Comm. Ruel stated the County Home budget had been re- 
duced by the Delegation in 1962 from $190,000.00 to $170,000.00. 
Certified Public Accountant Beane gave an estimated figure of 
$197,000.00 for a budget. Comm. Ruel further stated eighty pa- 
tients were being cared for at the present time by 45 employees. 
A sizeable item for medication was discussed, this was explained 
by Comm. Hubbard. 

A Public Hearing is to be held on the Budget on Saturday, 
February 16, 1963 at 7:30 P. M. at the County Court House. 
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On motion of Rep. O’Shan, seconded by Rep. McAllister, the 
meeting adjourned at 4:10 P. M.

A meeting of the Belknap County Delegation was held on the 
above date for the purpose of a Public Hearing on the County 
budget as presented by the County Commissioners (a copy of 
which is attached to the original minutes) with the following 
members present: Rep. Perkins, Bolduc, Matheson, Goodhue, 
Uhlenberg, McCarthy, Harkins, Prescott, Hayner, O’Shan, Var- 
rell, Joslyn and Howe. 

Chairman Prescott stated that the meeting would be conducted 
under the Rules of the House of Representatives. 

The budget, as presented, was explained by Commissioner 
Hubbard, Chairman of the County Commissioners. Some dis- 
cussion of items brought out the fact that due to continued un- 
employment the original amount requested for Veterans’ Aid and 
Surplus Commodities was now inadequate and would have to be 
increased. Veterans’ Aid $6500.00 to $8000.00 Surplus $3000.00 
to $4000.00. 

The usual budget items fixed by law were read, Rep. Matheson 
asks Sheriff Crockett to explain his request for part time help to 
keep records, etc. $150.00 requested for same. 

Rep. Harkins asks as to Assistant Superintendent at County 
Home. Comm. Hubbard states that position was by title only. 
Rep. Harkins continues question as to amount spent for health 
$1067.42 which shows in the January Trial Balance. 

Rep. Perkins as to the number of persons employed at the 
County Home. Comm. Hubbard says last figure was 45 help and 
77 patients. Rep. Goodhue was given a figure of 55 as of this 
week. The condition of the boiler at the County Home was also 
discussed by Rep. Goodhue. 


12 ANNUAL REPORT 


The overall picture as brought out shows that the amount set 
for estimated expenditures was $423,042.56 and in estimated re- 
ceipts $175,071.59 leaving the amount necessary to be raised by 
taxation $247,970.97. This amount is, however, to be increased 
through the addition of $2500.00 as suggested by Comm. Hub- 
bard. The deficiency loans and court judgment for Area accident 
amounts shown in the budget were explained. 

County Atty. Brouillard stated the Area is suing the insurance 
company to recover money expended for which bank books are 
held. 

Judge Galloupe presented the Extension Budget. 

Barry T. Mines of the New Hampshire Taxpayers Association 
asked the Delegation to consider having one surety bond to cover 
all County Officers and putting same out to bids. 

Mr. Fitzgerald asks as to deficiency of $18,604.46 at the begin- 
ning of this year.

Chairman Prescott opened the meeting, after adjournment of 
the House, at 1:22 o’clock with all members of the Delegation 
present, representatives of the press, County Attorney Brouil- 
lard, Commissioners Atwood, Ruel, and Hubbard, Mr. Rand- 
lett, Architect, also Mr. Billing of the New Hampshire Hospital 
Services. 

Chairman Prescott states purpose of meeting to have plans for 
the new Infirmary presented to the Delegation. Calls on Com- 
missioner Hubbard, Chairman of the Commissioners to brief 
the members on the bids and plans to date. 

Commissioner Hubbard: There were nine bids received, the 
Titus Construction Co. of Lakeport was the low bidder with a 
bid of $348,667.00 which was $4000.00 less than the nearest bid- 
der approximately $325,000.00 for construction less difference 
for equipment. We feel sure we can keep the cost of the building 
within the amount stated, approximately $242,000.00 in the Capi- 
tal Reserve Fund as of May 1 Interest. 

Mr. Randlett: Shows plans and explains same. 

Mr. McAllister: How many rooms are planned? 

Mr. Randlett: Eighteen double and four single rooms. 

Mr. Perkins: What is the outside finish? 
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Mr. Randlett: Brick Veneer. 

Mr. Uhlenberg: Are you having a ramp made? 

Mr. Urie: Is it possible to get a Superintendent’s House under 
Federal funds? 

Mr. Goodhue: What type insulation? 

Mr. Billings: Now discusses Federal Funds stating that $121,- 
000.00 would be received rather than original amount of $110,- 
000.00. Not sure the scope of grant would consider a home for 
the Superintendent. 

Mr. Brouillard: It may be necessary to make available a sum 
of money to the Commissioners because of delay in receiving 
Federal Funds, this money would not increase cost of building. 
I will draw up such a motion to be acted on when Delegation 
are in Executive session. 

Some discussion as to date of completion. 

Mr. Randlett: No specified time approximately ten months. 

Commissioner Atwood: Requests press and others to leave stat- 
ing, What I have to say I want recorded; I have it on good author- 
ity that the old building which is in such poor condition may not 
be licensed when another year came around for license, should 
be destroyed. A home for the Superintendent should be built in 
order for the Commissioners to get dependable help to supervise 
the Home. 

Mr. Goodhue: I think the present Home has outlived its use- 
fulness. 

Mr. Perkins: I have heard your discussion as to high taxes on 
the old building, what is it going to be on the new Infirmary? 

Mr. Hubbard: The trend of thought is good but it is impos- 
sible to make any changes now. 


Mr. Stafford: Just what do you recommend, Mr. Hubbard? 


Mr. Hubbard: I recommend we go along with plans as pre- 
sented. 


Mr. Harkins: Would it be possible to build a home for the 
Superintendent for $15,000.00?

Discus- 
sants were Rep. Urie, O’Shan, McCarthy, Goodhue. 

Rep. Uhlenberg reported a recent visit to Sullivan County 
Home, management, budget etc. 

Rep. Uhlenberg moves acceptance of the County Home budget 
as presented, seconded by Rep. Howe. Further discussion by Rep. 
Urie and McCarthy. Chairman calls for vote on motion, 10 op- 
posed, 1 not voting, 3 affirmative. Motion lost. 

Rep. Uhlenberg requests information as to amount to be given 
Commissioners if the 1962 budget was inadequate. Chairman 
Prescott of the Delegation informs him the Commissioners can 
request from the Executive Committee a hearing for funds to 
meet obligations if the budget is not adequate. 

Rep. Harkins moves that the sum of $185,000 be given the 
Commissioners for operation of the County Home. This was sec- 
onded by Rep. McCarthy. Chairman requests vote. Fourteen 
affirmative, 1 not voting, not unanimous. 

After considerable further discussion and study of the budget 
as submitted to the County Convention, the following reductions 
and increases in departmental budgets in the amount of $20,- 
200.00 to be effected as follows: 

(a) Sheriff and deputies appropriation reduced from $14,- 
500.00 to $12,500.00. Special appropriation of $1500.00 
deleted. Motion by Rep. Urie, seconded by Rep. Joslyn 
and carried. 

(b) County Home & Infirmary appropriation reduced from 
$200,000.00 to $185,000.00. Motion by Rep. Harkins, 
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seconded by Rep. McCarthy and carried. 

(c) Court House Parking Lot Black Top deleted. ($2000.00). 
Motion by Rep. Urie, seconded by Rep. Joslyn and car- 
ried. 

(d) County Farm Insulation & Stove deleted. ($2000.00) Mo- 
tion by Rep. McCarthy, seconded by Rep. Lacaillade 
and carried. 

(e) Airport Authority reduced from $3000.00 to $2000.00. 
Motion by Rep. O’Shan, seconded by Rep. Urie and 
carried. 

(f) Extension Service reduced from $13,737.00 to $12,737.00. 
Motion by Rep. Harkins, seconded by Rep. Lacaillade 
and carried. 

(g) Delegation Expense reduced from $2500.00 to $1500.00. 
Motion by Rep. McCarthy, seconded by Rep. Urie and 
carried. 


INCREASES 


(h) Support of Poor off Farm increased from $4500.00 to 
$6500.00. Motion by Rep. Urie, seconded by Rep. La- 
caillade and carried. 

(i) Board and Care of Children from $18,000.00 to $20,- 
000.00 on motion of Rep. Urie, seconded by Rep. La- 
caillade and carried. 

(j) Veterans Aid increased from $6500.00 to $8000.00 on 
motion of Rep. O’Shan, seconded by Rep. Uhlenberg and 
carried. 

The amount of revenue necessary to be raised by county tax 
reduced from $247,970.97 to $227,770.97. This represents a total 
decrease of $20,200.00 in the appropriation requested by the 
Belknap County Commissioners. 

The Budget, with the preceding recommendations by the 
Convention, having been voted on, Chairman Prescott now 
asked for further business to come before the meeting. Discus- 
sion as to a Legal Investigation Committee to look into the 
County Home and Infirmary management, on motion of Rep. 
O’Shan, seconded by Rep. McAllister and reasonably carried, 
the Chairman of the Delegation was impowered to appoint such 
a committee of five members to consist of two of the minority 
party and three of the majority party. 

Rep. O’Shan had some suggestions as to receiving some money 
from the Area Authority. Chairman Prescott stated he has an 
appointment with Mr. Ide, of the Commission, to discuss same 
in the near future. 
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Rep. Harkins requests that corrected copies of the budget be 
given all members of the delegation.

House Bills No. 584 — No. 266 — No. 111 — No. 415 

A meeting of the Delegation was held on the above date for 
the purpose of a Public Hearing on House Bills Nos. 584, 266, 
111, 415 (copies which are attached to original minutes) with the 
following members present: Representatives Perkins, McAlI- 
lister, Bolduc, Matheson, Goodhue, Uhlenberg, Lacaillade, Mc- 
Carthy, Harkins, Miss Normandin, Head, Prescott, Hayner, 
O’Shan, Stafford, Varrell, Allan, Urie, Joslyn, Howe. Also pres- 
ent were members of the press, radio, Chamber of Commerce, 
Selectmen of Gilford, Area Commission Members and other in- 
terested persons. 

The meeting was opened by Chairman Prescott at 7:30 p.m., 
who stated that the Rules of the House of Representatives apply 
to all meetings held. The purpose of this meeting to hear House 
Bills No. 584, 266, 111, 415 sponsor of HB 584. Rep. Stafford 
was called on to explain bill 584. He requested the Clerk to 
read this bill. Part No. 1 Membership of Commission; part No. 
2 Exemption of Area Taxation. Rep. Stafford stated he intro- 
duced the bill for the purpose of keeping the County Conven- 
tion more fully informed of the Area Authority operation and 
activities, possibly the addition of two members from the Dele- 
gation would be the answer to that problem. Questions from 
several members as to selection of those members party affiliation 
and residence in county. 

Chairman Ide of the Area Commission discusses part No. 2 
of Bill 584, the drastic increase in property assessment over the 
past three years and the uncertainty to where this trend might 
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lead with the completion of the new facilities and all future de- 
velopments would result in higher appraisal and more taxes. In 
support of Chairman Ide’s stand his associate members on the 
commission all spoke opposed to further taxation increases. All 
stated futile attempts had been made with the Selectmen of Gil- 
ford, also the State Tax Commission for tax easement. 

Delegation members indicated they did not look favorably 
upon request for full tax exemption especially representatives 
from the towns. It was suggested that perhaps the tax abatement 
could be settled amicably with the Selectmen of Gilford. 

Speaking against both parts of the bill was H. Thomas Urie, 
who took the floor to talk as a taxpayer and citizen. Commissioner 
Hubbard gave his views as a private citizen opposed to the bill. 

Comparison of taxation of the County Home and Area were 
discussed: County Home being a facility for the aged and indi- 
gent with jail and house of correction, yet is taxed substantially 
by the City of Laconia. If the Area is or was tax exempt, why 
should not the County Home be exempt, which provides the 
above facilities stated by Representative Urie. 

That the Area was an asset to the town of Gilford was brought 
out since much of the business resulted from events held there. 

Ski rates were discussed. Chairman Ide states the rates are the 
lowest in the state. County residents have still a lower rate. 

It was brought out, one Ski Patrol member who had several 
questions to ask did not pay to ski. 

Mrs. Lord, former Representative is against bill stating she 
assisted in drafting up the original bill in 1959 and thought it 
was a good bill. 

The 1962-63 winter season was considered the best in recent 
years. A net profit of $130,000 was realized. The consensus of 
opinion being the present Commission had done a good job not- 
withstanding the fact no money had been returned to the Coun- 
ty of Belknap. Depreciation to avoid returning money over the 
$40,000 in the original bill has been effected. 

Rep. Urie states said bill hurts his business. Chamber of 
Commerce president Harold Wescott Jr., stated the present Com- 
mission is doing a good job and proposed legislation would not 
be helpful. 

Rep. O’Shan presents Bill No. 266 clerk read same Part No. 1 
relative to residence of makeup of Commission not more than 
one member from a municipality. Part No. 2 submit budgets et 
cetera to County Convention; also purchases of more than $300 
also contracts. 

Rep. Goodhue states he is opposed to such bills as it would be 
impossible to limit expenditures to such an amount. Chairman Ide 
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cited specific equipment which had to be bought in an emer- 
gency because of icy snow conditions which netted thousands of 
dollars in immediate use. Area Commission unanimous in oppo- 
sition to bill 266. 

Rep. Allan presented House Bill No. 111 relative to printing 
proceedings of County Convention in the County Report. Dis- 
cussion ensued. 

Rep. Urie presented Bill No. 415 relative to increasing salary 
of County Treasurer. Mrs. Atwood explains she has not signed 
any checks since taking office. Rep. McCarthy inquires had she 
accepted her pay and expense account, she replied in the affirm- 
ative. Rep. McCarthy further stated that it is his understanding 
that a United States Marshall accepted a County check and it 
would seem that the Commissioners signatures were recognized. 

Rep. Urie moved withdrawal of HB No. 415 seconded by Rep. 
Goodhue and carried. 

Rep. Harkins requests further consideration of HB No. 42 
since the hour was getting late. 

Chairman Prescott sets hearing of HB No. 42 for Wednesday, 
May 22, 1963 at 9:30 a. m. at the House in whatever room is 
available. 

On motion of Rep. McCarthy seconded by Rep. Howe the 
meeting adjourned at 10:35 p.m.

The meeting called for the purpose of acting on remaining 
House Bills and other business which could be disposed of at 
this time. 

Delegation members present were Representatives Prescott, 
McAllister, Bolduc, Uhlenberg, Lacaillade, McCarthy, Harkins, 
Miss Normandin, Head, O’Shan, Stafford, Varrell, Allan, Urie, 
Howe and Clerk Hayner. Absent were Representatives Perkins, 
Matheson, Goodhue and Joslyn. 

Chairman Prescott stated that on April 23, 1963, at an Execu- 
tive Session held in room 207 of the House on motion of Rep. 
O’Shan, seconded by Rep. McAllister and reasonably carried a 
Legal Investigating Committee be elected; fifteen members present 
voting in the affirmative, five members absent. 

The chair proceeds to nominate the committee stating makeup 
of same must be composed of three members of majority party 
and two members of minority party. 

Rep. Stafford objects stating he is opposed to such a committee 
as some elected official may be embarrassed. 

The chair assures Rep. Stafford members are not interested in 
personalities, sole object being, if possible, to make adjustment 
in operation and maintenance of County Home and Infirmary. 
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Legal Committee nominated as follows: Rep. H. Thomas Urie, 
Walter D. McCarthy, Helen Hayner, majority party. Margaret 
A. Normandin and Norman Bolduc, minority party. 


Rep. Stafford moved that Rep. McCarthy be named chairman. 
Rep. McCarthy declines. Rep. Stafford withdraws motion. 


Rep. Bolduc inquires whether or not it is permissible for com- 
mittee to name own chairman. On motion of Rep. Uhlenberg, 
seconded by Rep. Stafford and carried that the Committee choose 
its own chairman. 


Rep. Stafford inquires as to Parliamentary procedure. 


Chair requests further nominations for committee. None were 
presented. Therefore, nominations were closed. 


Rep. Bolduc inquires whether or not the present Sub-Com- 
mittee covers this investigation. Rep. Uhlenberg inquires from 
Sub-Committee chairman McCarthy, is this Legal Committee 
necessary. Rep. McCarthy replies in the affirmative to both 
questions. 


Rep. McAllister states this is the only way to get facts, to ap- 
point this committee. 


Rep. Stafford again reiterated his opposition to the Legal 
Committee and cannot see what it will add to County affairs. 


Rep. Urie states this Delegation has struggled for the past six 
years to find out where we (the Delegation) stood. We have had 
all kinds of reports, but have been unable to accomplish any- 
thing. This should be an objective investigation by experienced 
persons, non-political, a really honest check and balance on the 
County Home. The present setup is too expensive to operate 
the County Home and some concrete plan must be arrived at, 
both as to admission and administration. 


A roll call on election of Committee resulting in fourteen 
members present voting in the affirmative and carried. Rep. 
Stafford not voting. (Chairman not voting.) 


Rep. O’Shan moves Committee be allowed a sum not to exceed 
$300 for expenses. Rep. O’Shan informed motion out of order 
as Legal Committee non-responsible to Superior Court. Motion 
withdrawn. 

House Bill No. 415 amendment discussed, bonding Commis- 
sioners since Commissioner Atwood does not sign checks. Rep. 
Urie moves amendment, seconded by Rep. O’Shan. Bill to read 
ought to pass. (Amendment attached.) 

Rep. Head amends, Rep. O’Shan seconds to read ought to 
pass effective September 1, 1963, seconded by Rep. Howe and 
carried. 
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House Bill No. 111 was presented. Rep. Urie moves ought to 
pass seconded by Rep. O’Shan and voted unanimously that the 
Delegation decided how much of the Delegation minutes be 
printed in the County Report. 

House Bill No. 42, Rep. McCarthy moves inexpedient to 
legislate. Seconded by Rep. Uhlenberg carried. Rep. Bolduc 
states while he has been on the Delegation, it would seem that 
the present Board of Commissioners ignored completely the 
Delegation and would be more responsive to people if elected 
from different districts as Bill No. 42 is setup. Further discussion 
ensued. 

House Bill No. 266 presented by Rep. O’Shan, first part setting 
amount of purchase not to exceed $300 without authorization. 
Rep. O’Shan is willing to amend to $3,000. Discussion ensued as 
to Area Commission. Chairman Prescott states Delegation mem- 
bers are exerting power which they do not have by phoning 
Area Commission as to returning money to County et cetera. 
Rep. Urie stated at a recent Senate Hearing that it was brought 
out that the Area operation was excellent, is in good financial 
condition, that the State would like to have their facilities as 
well operating. 

Rep. O’Shan discusses part No. 2 of HB No. 266 as to makeup 
of Area Commission. This provoked heated discussion and in- 
jected some personalities into the hearing. 

Rep. Harkins moved HB No. 266 be laid on the table. Rep. 
Urie seconded and carried. 

Roll call: fourteen members present voting in the affirmative. 
Rep. O’Shan not voting. 

House Bill No. 584 presented by Rep. Stafford who moves that 
bill be voted inexpedient to legislation. Rep. McCarthy seconds. 
Discussion ensued. Rep. Stafford states the Delegation should 
have a check and balance system at the Area. No such system 
now exists. 

Rep. Urie opposes motion and requests ought to pass be sub- 
stituted for inexpedient to legislate, original bill brought in 
by former Rep. Lord is considered a good bill with unanimous 
approval of the Delegation. Amendment read by Rep. Urie, is 
attached herewith. Tax assessment at Area discussed. Rep. Staf- 
ford states he has been barraged by calls from constituents against 
the bill and wishes to be fair to the town of Gilford. On motion 
of Rep. Urie, House Bill 584, with amendment to be reported 
as it should pass seconded by Rep. Normandin on roll call. 13 
voting in the affirmative, 2 opposed and carried.

Rep. O’Shan states we are operating under the Rules of the 
House of Representatives and “yeas” and “nays” are in order. 

Rep. Urie withdraws his motion. 

Rep. Stafford requests that applicants for the Area terms to be 
filled be given. 

Chairman Prescott read the names as follows: 


Norman Midgley Leo P. McGrath 
Irving Buell Arthur Rothafel 
William Vose, Jr. Raymond Roux 
Kenneth Randall Dr. John Lacaillade 
Whitman Ide Peter Makris 


Rep. Stafford requests all nomination or seconding speeches 
be on qualifications only, not on personalities. 
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Nominations are as follows: Whitman Ide by Rep. Matheson, 
seconded by Rep. Varrell. Rep. Urie gives qualifications and 
assets Mr. Ide has been to the Commissions and urges another 
term for Mr. Ide. 

Rep. Goodhue places in nomination Oliver Huot and gives 
his background, seconded by Rep. Normandin. 

Rep. Stafford nominates Dr. Lacaillade and gives his qualifica- 
tions for a return term to the Commission, seconded by Rep. 
O’Shan. 

Rep. Urie moves nominations be closed, seconded by Rep. 
Howe. 

On motion of Rep. Matheson, seconded by Rep. Varrell candi- 
dates for a five year term be elected by Roll Call. 

On first Roll Call, Whitman Ide received thirteen votes. Oliver 
Huot received two votes. Dr. Lacaillade four votes. 

Whitman Ide, by a majority vote on the first Roll Call, was 
declared elected for a five year term to Area Commission. 

Resignation of Mr. Beane was read. On motion of Rep. Bolduc, 
seconded by Rep. Howe the resignation be accepted with regret. 

County Attorney Brouillard explains Mr. Beane’s resignation, 
that an unexpired term had to be filled rather than a two year 
term. 

Rep. Harkins nominates Leo P. McGrath, states his qualifica- 
tions for the unexpired term of Mr. Beane, nomination seconded 
by Rep. McCarthy. 

Rep. O’Shan requests record to so read, discussion ensued. 

Rep. Stafford requests Atty. Brouillard to give an explicit 
definition of the qualifications necessary to this unexpired term. 
Atty. Brouillard proceeds to do so, is vociferously interrupted 
by Rep. Urie who disagrees with the definition given, stating, we 
are not adhering to the intentions of the bill as setup, on this 
definition anyone could fill the term, however, the requirements 
have to be met and specifically states an accounting background 
is necessary. 

Rep. Stafford states he has been unable to get a direct defini- 
tion of the qualifications from the Attorney General’s office, has 
no intention quibbling in this matter. 

Rep. Urie inquires, which Attorney General was unable to give 
you this definition? 

Rep. McCarthy states the intentions of the Delegation are that 
the applicant meet with the requirements of the Bill, namely, be 
an accountant. 

Rep. Goodhue nominates Kenneth Randall of Tilton, seconded 
by Rep. Howe. 
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Rep. Matheson places the name of Harry Wallace of Meredith, 
stating he is a business man. Rep. is reminded of the qualifica- 
tions and withdraws Mr. Wallace. 

Rep. Stafford nominates Robert King, seconded by Rep. O’Shan. 

Rep. Urie moves nominations be closed, seconded by Rep. 
Bolduc. 

On first Roll Call, Kenneth Randall received a majority vote 
of thirteen, with two votes for Robert King and four votes for 
Leo McGrath. Mr. Randall was declared elected. 

Chairman Prescott states another urgent matter has been 
brought to the attention of the Delegation, the deterioration of 
the locks at the County Jail, at present housing fifteen dangerous 
prisoners. A riot had occurred there, September 4, 1963, making 
it necessary to call help from the Laconia Police Department. 

Sub-Committee Chairman McCarthy reported inspection and 
conditions of the locks. 

Chairman Prescott reads a letter from the American Jail Co. 
as to needed repairs and replacements at the Jail stating ap- 
proximately $2,900.00 would be the estimate for work necessary. 

Rep. Stafford inquires as to source from which this money 
would come for this work. 

Rep. Allan wishes information as to the tax status of Mr. 
Randall, since the requirements of the Bill states candidates 
must be a taxpayer of the County. Rep. Howe contacts Tilton 
Selectmen who state Mr. Randall is a taxpayer. 

Rep. McAllister inquires as to when the County will receive 
any money from the Area. Chairman Prescott replies at the end 
of the fiscal year, which is November Ist, some money would be 
received. 

Further discussion as to the Jail emergency. 

Rep. Urie suggests Commissioners request by letter funds for 
necessary repairs. 

Rep. O’Shan recommends that any motion include money not 
to exceed $3,000.00. 

Rep. Urie moves money be withdrawn from the Capital Re- 
serve Fund. 

Rep. Harkins objects to any money being withdrawn from the 
Capital Reserve Fund for repairs as it is his understanding that 
such moneys was for new construction. 

Rep. O’Shan request an opinion from Atty. Brouillard as to 
repairs. Mr. Brouillard states, in his opinion, new locks were 
replacements rather than repairs. 

Rep. Urie states Commissioners will be requesting a deficiency 
loan very soon and such an amount could be included since this 
was an emergency. ; 
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Rep. Stafford concurs with Rep. Harkins as to Capital Re- 
serve, states, in his opinion, the Delegation has no jurisdiction 
over the County Home or the Commissioners, however, since 
this is an emergency the Commissioners should make their re- 
quest in writing. 

Rep. McCarthy states this is not a question of authority but a 
definite emergency and should be taken care of as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Rep. Stafford inquires does not the Delegation have to have a 
unanimous consent in such matters with Rep. Harkins dissent- 
ing such is not the case at this time. 

Rep. Normandin inquires as to the length of time this condi- 
tion has existed, also, is it not so the Commissioners, in the past, 
have made numerous repairs of an expensive nature without the 
consent of the Delegation. 

Rep. Urie suggests prisoners be boarded out. 

Rep. Harkins requests Chairman Prescott to read RSA 24:19 
for the benefit of members present. 


Rep. Bolduc states the performance of the Commissioners boils 
down to one thing, are we (the Delegation) going to be as small 
as they are, should we not assume the responsibility. 


Rep. Normandin states it would seem as though the responsibil- 
ity had been thrown on the Delegation. 


Rep. McCarthy states Superintendent Beach had conferred 
with the Commissioners in regard to this emergency. 


Rep. O’Shan states Rep. Urie’s previous motion with the in- 
clusion of, not to exceed three thousand dollars, was in order 
and the Delegation does have some authority in an emergency 
after due consultation with the Commissioners. No request from 
the Commissioners has been received as yet. 


Rep. Urie inquires would Rep. Stafford withdraw his objection 
to use of Capital Reserve Funds to take care of this emergency. 


Rep. Stafford replies in the affirmative. 


Rep. Harkins continues to object to use of Capital Reserve 
Funds for repairs. 


Rep. Bolduc, in collaboration with Rep. Normandin, drafted 
a letter to the Commissioners which the Clerk was instructed to 
write them. 


Rep. Harkins is asked if he still wishes to object. He replies, 
this letter should take care of the matter, on receipt of a request 
from the Commissioners for an emergency sum of money, such 
funds could be made available. 
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On motion of Rep. Matheson, seconded by Rep. Varrell meet- 
ing adjourned at 9:37 P.M.

The Executive committee of the Belknap County Delegation 
convened at the Commissioners’ office as above date. Executive 
Chairman Goodhue stated the purpose of the meeting. 

All members were present including Delegation Chairman 
Prescott. Absent, Rep. Perkins. 

Expenditures for the preceding quarter were presented by 
Commissioner Hubbard, item by item. 

Most items in line with appropriations except the following: 
County Officers Expense, which has an overdraft of $1,158.38; 
the doubling of the County Treasurer’s bond; Tax Commission 
audit; and a check writer, with another three months to go and 
a possible four or five hundred dollars to conclude the year’s 
expenses. 

Care & Supplies for Court House shows a small overdraft which 
was accounted for by insurance increase in premimum. 

Rep. Goodhue states the Sheriff's department will have an 
overdraft possibly due to the added number of Court days to take 
care of the increased case load. 

Commissioner Hubbard states that approximately $45,000.00 
would be needed to finish the year with the present balance on 
hand. Twenty five thousand dollars would be necessary to com- 
plete the year’s expenses. 

Support of Poor, due to continued economic conditions, shows 
an overdraft. By unanimous vote of the Executive Committee, on 
July 9, 1963, authorization was given to the County Commissioners 
to transfer from other categories of Welfare which showed suffici- 
ent funds to meet the deficit. 

Rep. Harkins states the Airport Authority has posted the 
required bonds. 
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Chairman Goodhue inquires as to who pays expense of the 
Legal Investigating Committee. 

Commissioner Atwood replies expense would have to come out 
of County funds, also states Superintendent Beach was not notified 
as to meeting to be held at County Home. (This was verified, 
Superintendent Beach was notified by Rep. Urie on September 


16, 1963.) 
Discussion as to increase in taxes, rate and assessment of County 


property. 

The new Infirmary was reported as to be progressing rapidly 
toward completion, $184,000.00 had been paid to date. 

Rep. O’Shan states he understood all of the Capital Reserve 
fund was not voted for the Infirmary. 

Commissioner Hubbard replies he was of the opinion all of 
the Capital Reserve Fund was to be spent for the work or at 
least as much as was needed. 

Commissioner Hubbard again discusses budget deficit, states 
it should be taken care of in ample time, since notes were due 
on December 31 of this year. 

Chairman Goodhue replies November statement should in- 
dicate financial needs, also that he is hopeful that some money 
will be received from the Area before that time. That meeting 
will be arranged to take care of the deficit. 

Further discussion by Rep. O’Shan as to meeting dates and 
Public Hearing to be held on written request from the Board of 
Commissioners for added funds. Tentatively, a date of November 
7, 1963 for Public Hearing and Executive Session was set. Publi- 
city and notification to be within the required period. 

Rep. Goodhue inquires as to disposition of money if and when 
received from the Area. 

Fire Tower was discussed. Commissioner Hubbard reports the 
Surplus wire was of inferior quality and would have to be re- 
placed in 1964, requiring a possible added appropriation. 

On motion of Rep. O’Shan, seconded by Rep. Howe and 
voted unanimously, authorization was given the Commissioners 
to proceed with repairs to locks, fire door etc. at the County 
Jail as of bid submitted from survey made by the American Jail 
Building Equipment in the amount of $2,900.00, same to be paid 
for in 1964 by special appropriation included in the budget for 
1964. The $50.00 survey charge to be omitted on receiving con- 
tract. Commissioner Hubbard states considerable work will have 
to be done on the jail at a later date. 

Commissioner Atwood states Jail break not fault of locks being 
unusable, but due to human problems. 
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Rep. Prescott is of opinion Area fiscal year should possibly be 
at an earlier date, November first, rather than the end of the 
month. 

Commisioner Atwood state NEW BARNS at County Home an 
ambiguous statement. Rep. O’Shan concurs since they are taxed 
for $76,000.00. 

Meeting adjourned at 4:15 P.M. on motion of Chairman 
Goodhue, seconded by Rep. O’Shan and carried.

Superintendent Beach is called on to state categories and 
number of patients and number of nurses at the Infirmary. As 
of October 1, the following patients were cared for by 27 nurses.

35 Ambulatory 19 aN 
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Commissioner Atwood states Infirmary is not overstaffed. 

Commissioner Hubbard states bed cases are bathed daily, 
discussion as to rates ensued. The general opinion being that 
Welfare case rates were too low for the amount of care required. 

Commissioner Hubbard states, when making the request for 
additional appropriation he overlooked the payment of taxes, 
which is in the amount of some $5,300.00. Discussion as to pro- 
cedure for additional request was considered, since it is the 
prerogative of the Executive Committee to increase or reject such 
request consideration will be given in Executive Session which 
will follow immediately after adjournment of Public Hearing. 

Commissioner Hubbard reports the new Infirmary is making 
progress and is nearing completion. 

Meeting adjourned at 8:21 o'clock.

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COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


Pursuant to the Public Statutes of the State, your Commis- 
sioners submit their report for the ending December 31, 1963, 
together with the reports of other county officials. Legislation 
passed by the 1963 General Court provides that, in Belknap 
County, the records of the Convention are not printed in the 
annual report, except by vote of the Convention. 


Since the Convention voted to erect a Forty-Bed Infirmary, 
the Board has been busy with duties concerned with this project. 
The new facility will be in operation by March 1, at which time 
forty of the bed patients will be transferred to the new building, 
and the remaining ambulatory patients will be housed on the 
first floor of the old building. 


For the second year in succession, the Home has had two 
superintendents; Mr. Harold Strople until June 30, and Mr. 
Perley Beach since July 1. We still have no Matron. Mrs. Lulu 
Laroche is Supervisor of Nurses. Mrs. Ruby Moore acts as as- 
sistant supervisor. 


The load for our Welfare worker, Mrs. Helen Adams, has 
been unusually heavy. She was given a leave of absence in the 
fall, and her exacting duties were taken over by Mrs. Frances 
Swain. Mrs. Adams’ report given below, will indicate the increase 
in this part of the County’s operation. 


(Mrs. Adams’ report) 


“The Board of County Commissioners continues the supervision 
of the Surplus Food Commodities program in the County. At the 
present time, the following foods are available to those eligible; 
cornmeal, white and dark flour, rice, dried milk, lard, butter, 
dried beans, chopped meat, peanut butter, cheese, and rolled 
wheat cereal. 


“In 1963, we distributed foods to 16,438 persons, an increase 
of 11% over the previous year. The city of Laconia handles and 
distributes the food to all eligible State, City, and County cases 
living in Laconia, while the County Commissioner’s Office does 
the same for all the ten towns in the County. The County makes 
monthly deliveries to all the towns and a driver and truck are 
provided by the County Home. 

“Because of the bad unemployment situation our welfare 
was increased 10%. We aided 531 persons on regular relief and 
571 on Veterans Aid. Our Office also handled welfare cases for 
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Sanbornton, Gilmanton, Meredith, Alton, Concord, Portsmouth, 
Plymouth, and Northfield for persons living in Laconia but hay- 
ing settlements in the above towns and cities. We are reimbursed 
for all such assistance given. 


“At the present time, the County is paying room, board, medical 
and clothing bills for 31 children who are in foster homes. We 
received $2,919.30 in reimbursements for the children from par- 
ents, social security and veterans pensions. 


“We are grateful to the various clubs and organizations who 
helped to make Christmas more enjoyable for our welfare people 
by contributing clothing, toys, and food baskets.” 


The Board meets twice a week, either at the Home or at the 
Court House. They welcome the interest and constructive criticism 
of all citizens in their operation of your business. They thank 
all who have given courteous cooperation to them in their at- 
tempt to provide Belknap County with the proper supervision.

As indicated therein, the Net 
Debt increased by $10,978.59 in 1961, and decreased by $317.48

All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with the Treasurer’s records. Supporting invoices 
and payrolls were also examined and the classification of expen- 
ditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 
31, 1961 and December 31, 1962, is shown in Exhibit F-1 and 
F-2, respectively. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 
The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court of 
Belknap County were examined. Court receipts were checked by 
source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly recorded. 
Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 

The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm were examined. Receipts of the County Farm were checked 
by source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as 
recorded in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances to the County ‘Treasurer.

It is noted that the current deficit (excess of current liabilities 
over total assets) increased from $13,632.33 to $29,610.92 in 1961, 
and decreased to $22,193.44 in 1962, as shown herewith:

Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of R.S.A., Chapter 
24, Section 15: 


As indicated by Exhibit C-1, Comparative Statement of Ap- 
propriations and Expenditures, in the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1961, there was a net overdraft of appropriations amounting 
to $16,780.16. In other words, expenditures exceeded budgetary 
appropriations by this amount as indicated herewith:

Net Overdraft of Appropriations $16,780.16 


In accordance with the provisions of R.S.A., Chapter 24, Sec- 
tion 15, the Executive Committee of the Legislative Delegates, at 
the request of the County Commissioners, held an emergency 
meeting and public hearing, on December 15, 1961, to consider 
the matter of budget overdrafts. At this meeting the Committee 
voted “that the Commissioners be authorized to borrow for 30 
days the sum of $25,000.00 to meet an unexpected overdraft in 
the 1961 budget of Belknap County.” 
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Exhibit D-1, indicates that in the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1962, there was a net overdraft of appropriations amounting 
to $14,615.09, as shown herewith:

Net Overdraft of Appropriations $14,615.09 


The records indicate that a meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee was held on November 16, 1962, at the request of the County 
Commissioners, for the purpose of reviewing the budget. No 
mention was made of a public hearing being held in connection 
therewith. The only action taken at this meeting was “that the 
Commissioners be authorized to borrow $29,000.00 in anticipation 
of taxes.” 


When an emergency arises whereby it becomes necessary for 
the County Commissioners to make expenditures in excess of 
budgetary appropriations, the procedure, as set forth in Chapter 
24, Section 15, of the R.S.A., as amended by Chapter 142 of the 
Laws of 1961, should be explicitly followed. This section pro- 
vides as follows: 

“24:15. Exceeding Appropriations. No county com- 
missioner shall pay, or agree to pay, or incur any liability 
for the payment of, any sum of money for which the 
county convention has made no appropriation, or in 
excess of any appropriation so made except for the pay- 
ment of judgments rendered against the county. In the 
case of an emergency, however, county commissioners may 
apply to the executive committee, which, after a public 
hearing, may grant to the county commissioners authority 
in writing to make such emergency payment. Unless 
otherwise ordered by the county convention under the 
provisions of section 14, whenever it appears that the 
amount appropriated for a specific purpose will not be 
used in whole or in part for such purpose, the county 
commissioners may use such sum to augment other ap- 
propriations, if necessary, provided the total payments 
for all purposes do not exceed the total sum of appropria- 
tions in any year made by the county convention.” 


Conclusion: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws 
of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be published in 
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the next annual report of the County. This letter of transmittal 
should be included in its entirety but the publication of Exhibits 
is optional.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Belknap County: 


I hereby submit a report of activities at the Belknap County 
Home for the Year ending December 31, 1963. 

A change of administration took place during the year with 
the resignation of Mr. Harold Strople on July 1. I was appointed 
Superintendent and took over the administration of the County 
Home at that time. 


The farm is still being operated on a limited basis. We have a 
small herd of 18 head of Black Angus for the purpose of produc- 
ing beef for Home use. Through the generosity of Mr. William 
Caterino, we were able to cut the hay on the old farm and were 
fortunate to secure a very good crop of hay to more than keep 
our herd through the winter. 


Gardening at the Home was on a small scale this past year; 
however, it is my intention to increase the production next year. 
About 600 bushels of potatoes, of very good quality, were har- 
vested and will take us through this season. 


During the year we slaughtered and processed 10 pigs for a 
total of 3,036 pounds of pork. We also had 11 beef slaughtered 
with a total of 6,181 pounds of dressed meat. 


The operation of the Jail was a busy one. During 1963 more 
prisoners were housed than ever before in the history of the 
Belknap County Jail. During the heavy load of prisoners, Herbert 
Horne of Meredith was hired as Turnkey. As far as the House 
of Correction is concerned, the operation there was about as 
usual. 


Throughout 1963 the Infirmary has carried near capacity load 
of 80 patients. 


The load is getting heavier with the increase of more incon- 
tinent patients, more bedridden patients and more special diets. 
We now employ four registered nurses. Each 8 hour shift is 
covered by a registered nurse in charge, with a relief registered 
nurse for days off. 


We hope to be in the new infirmary soon. As we move from 
the old infirmary, we plan to move all bedridden patients into the 
new building. We will then move all patients from the second 
floor of the old building to the first floor and close the second 
story of this wooden building. 

I wish to thank the Winnipesaukee Grange of Meredith for the 
donation of money to furnish a double room in the new infirmary. 
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My hopes are that other organizations will send representatives 
to see what a nice gesture this was and maybe follow suit. 

I wish to express my deep appreciation to the many people 
who have helped me during my first tenure. 

I would like to thank the organizations who have given so 
freely of their time and efforts to help make things so much 
more pleasant at the Home, particularly those who helped to 
make our Christmas season such a wonderful one at the Belknap 
County Home. I believe it was one of the happiest that I have 
ever experienced. 

I wish at this time to thank the Chaplains, both Protestant and 
Catholic, for their fine cooperation. 

I also wish to thank the different law enforcement agencies 
throughout Belknap County and especially the Laconia depart- 
ment who has answered my emergency calls. 

I thank the Board of Commissioners and the Belknap County 
Delegation for the help they have given me in the affairs of the 
Home. 

In closing I wish to thank all the employees for the splendid 
cooperation which I have received in my six months here as 
Superintendent of the Belknap County Home.

Belknap County Commissioners 
Belknap County Court House 
Laconia, N. H. 
Gentlemen: 
Submitted herewith is my report as Belknap County Attorney 
for 1963. 


CIVIL ACTIONS 


Belknap County vs. American Universal Insurance Company, 
being an action for recovery of damages in the sum of $12,732.37, 
plus interest, is the only action by the county pending at the end 
of the year. This sum represents the deficiency between insurance 
coverage and the judgment recovered by O’Neill, Sr. et als. in 
their actions growing out of a 1956 tramway accident. By order 
dated December 19, 1963, trial of the action was transferred to 
Plymouth in Grafton County. 

There are no civil actions pending against the County. 


CRIMINAL ACTIONS 


A total of 19 indictments against 15 persons were returned by 
the two Grand Juries convened in 1963, involving commission of 
the following felonies in the number stated: forgery (1), bigamy 
(1), assult with intent to kill (5), aiding and abetting — aggravated 
assault (1), rape (2), aiding and abetting — rape (1), breaking, 
entering and larceny, or with intent to commit larcency (6), aid- 
ing and abetting and accessory — breaking, entering and larceny 
(2). Convictions were obtained on 9 indictments, one was nol 
prossed, and trial of 9 indictments was pending at the end of the 
year. All indictments pending at the end of 1962 were disposed 
of in 1963. 

In addition eight persons charged with felonies waived indict- 
ment, entered pleas of guilty, and were sentenced in the Superior 
Court. 

Thirty-six appeals from municipal court convictions, (being 
mostly for motor vehicle violations) were taken to the Superior 
Court, representing an increase of nearly 100% over 1962. Al- 
though only five of these cases were actually tried, approximately 
ten days of jury trials were required therefor. The balance were 
disposed of by pleas of guilty (12), nol prossed (12), two were 
transferred to the Supreme Court on reserved case, and five were 
pending at the end of the year. The increased number of appeals 
from motor vehicle convictions is not unique with this County. 
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This situation, however, in my opinion presents a potentially 
serious problem for the Superior Court dockets. The expense of 
trying such cases before juries in the Superior Court is all out 
of proportion to the fines levied on conviction, which are general- 
ly only nominal in nature. It would seem that the rights of persons 
convicted of motor vehicle violations can be adequately safe- 
guarded by some other means more commensurate, both to costs 
to the general public, and with the gravity of the offenses involved. 
I intend inviting this matter to the attention of the Judicial 
Council for their study. 


OTHER MATTERS 

At my request, three persons charged with felonies were com- 
mitted by the Superior Court to the New Hampshire Hospital 
for observation as to their sanity. All were found sane and com- 
petent to stand trial. ‘The state hospital’s handling of one of those 
cases was not at all satisfactory to me, and I very much doubt that 
the rights of both the individual involved and the public were 
adequately safeguarded. 

Requests were made for examination of three persons under 
the Sexual Psychopath’s Law in connection with commission of 
sexual offenses. 

Well in excess of 20 petitions under Uniform Recriprocal 
Enforcement of Support Act were acted upon during the year. 
The larger part involved the filing of petitions against non- 
residents for the support of dependent wives and children resid- 
ing in this County. The remaining petitions were for support 
sought from persons residing in this County for their dependents 
out of state. 

I have appreciated the full cooperation received from all officials 
and employees of the County.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN 
To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 


A Chaplain’s work is fundamentally spiritual. It concerns per- 
sons in their religious life, their attitudes and relationship to God. 
As such it has a wide outreach and must touch people in their 
everyday life and in a material setting. This report is of such a 
work, seeking to meet spiritual needs. 

Visitation. Visits have been made to the residents of the Home, 
for the most part on two afternoons a week. In the wards, rooms, 
social hall, people have been seen, contacts made. Thus the 
bedridden and wheel-chair patients are not overlooked. Conversa- 
tion, friendly and religious is engaged in. Many times there is 
prayer, sometimes reading from the Bible. In this there is the 
purpose to give comfort and cheer, encouragement and hope, to 
help toward a personal faith and close touch with God. The Jail 
has been visited and some from the House of Correction contacted. 
Calls have been made at the Laconia Hospital. 

Worship. A religious service has been held once a month. The 
services vary somewhat. Most often it is a service with hymn sing- 
ing, scripture reading, prayer and a message (sermon). Sometimes 
there is a soloist. Church groups conduct services at times, a 
church choir presented a Christmas Cantata. At one service a 
group representing a Vacation Church School presented a Bible 
in large type for use of all who wish. A memorial service was 
held. Social affairs, provided by volunteers, have been attended 
by the Chaplain. 

For a time, the Chaplain was obliged by illness to be absent. 
The Home was provided for during this time. 

The new Infirmary is nearing completion. This, it is believed, 
will add to the fine service of the Home. 

Sincere appreciation is extended to all, individuals and groups, 
who have so generously participated in the over-all work of 
bringing happiness and good to the Home. To the Commissioners, 
the Superintendent and the Staff our thanks are given for their 
sympathetic interest and cooperation.

This educational system is cooperative in nature because of 
funds from County, State, and Federal levels and because of 
guidance by local people (county residents), U. of N. H. repre- 
sentatives, and the United States Department of Agriculture. 

Credit is hereby acknowledged to 156 county residents who 
directly participated in the guidance and execution of the four 
phases of Cooperative Extension work. These people constitute 
the backbone of the County Council, Advisory Councils, Com- 
modity and special committees. Such guidance and direct assistance 
in putting programs across make the Extension Service unique 
amongst agencies at work in the county.

Agriculture 

The Agricultural phase of Extension Education program in 
Belknap County has encountered several challenging problems 
during the course of the year. 

The first of these evolved Extension’s duties and responsibilities 
to the Rural Areas Development Program. The RAD Committee 
became involved indirectly with the Laconia-Tilton-Meredith 
request to the Federal Government for designation as a Surplus 
Labor Area. In another action the County RAD Committee was 
instructed by people in the county to request Area Designation 
under the provisions of the Area Redevelopment Act. In these 
two cases action requested of the RAD Committee meant action 
by RAD’s Executive Secretary, the County Agricultural Agent, 
and other federal workers connected with RAD as technical 
panel members. 

Other problems presented themselves in the form of the most 
serious drought for many years in several New Hampshire Coun- 
ties. Background work by the Agricultural Agent and concerted 
efforts of the County USDA Disaster Board and others brought 
requests for Disaster Area Designation and emergency livestock 
feed assistance to a fruitful conclusion. 

The special project relating to fluid milk production and 
marketing problems undertaken a year ago still received prime 
attention in 1963. 

Extension techniques and methods used so successfully over 
the years were utilized to help meet and solve, or at least mini- 
mize, these and other problems too numerous to report on here 
in full. 

Key areas of work included Agronomy, Agricultural Engineer- 
ing, Dairy, Poultry, Horticulture, Farm Management, Marketing 
and Utilization, Community Development, Public Affairs and 
Information.

Home Economics 
More women are “employed” in homemaking than in any other 
job. To these women we entrust a large share of the responsibility 
for our health, growth, and general well-being. We assume that 


98 ANNUAL REPORT 


they know the proper foods to feed us, that they have clear in- 
sight into the needs of family members and sound judgment in 
child guidance. We expect them to be intelligent and informed 
consumers. We take for granted that they have the know-how 
and ability to manage all types of resources in such a way that 
both family and individual goals may be met, that they are 
competent in many other skills that may help us to achieve our 
desired way of life. 

Frequently we expect women to fulfill their responsibility as a 
homemaker in addition to a full-time job outside the home. For 
the “extra” job we insist that she meet certain job qualifications, 
but not so for homemaking. Anyone, it seems, may be a home- 
maker regardless of prior training and education. Yet we gamble 
many of our highest hopes on her preparedness! 

The Cooperative Extension Service, through its Home Ec- 
onomics program, fulfills an important function in this respect. 
By means of meetings, workshops, newsletters, individual help, 
TV “classes”, educational bulletins, newspaper columns and 
radio announcements, homemakers have a wide variety of op- 
portunities for “on-the-job training.” They are thus able to close 
over some of the gaps in their training and experience and to keep 
up to date with pertinent new developments. 

Overall, the purpose of Home Economics education in Exten- 
sion is to help homemakers find the means of providing better 
living for their families. There are many facets to this job and we 
cannot cover the water-front with one fast sweep. Each year, 
however, we attempt to include in our program the kinds of 
information and skills for which homemakers seem to have the 
greatest need. 

On this basis, during the year 1963, meetings and /or workshops 
were held to help Belknap homemakers 

— make wise decisions regarding the use of credit 

— gain a better understanding of the “human” needs of family 

members and ways to meet these needs 

— gain insight into the developmental needs of children 

—recognize factors that contribute to satisfying relationships 

among people of different generations 

— learn to clean, adjust and care for sewing machines 

— simplify routine household tasks through application of 

home management principles 

—develop knowledge and skill in the areas of nutrition and 

food preparation 

— improve skill as consumers by learning guides to help in 

the selection of food and clothing 
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—make homes more attractive through application of good 
design principles in the selection and arrangement of ac- 
cessories 

— learn specific construction skills for making slip-covers and 
clothing 

Working through news media, circular letters, educational bul- 
letins and individual requests for assistance, help was also given 
to homemakers in nutrition, food selection and care, food preser- 
vation; selection and care of home furnishings and equipment; 
laundry procedures; health and safety; home lighting; money 
management; child guidance and numerous other areas. 

Perhaps one of the most difficult challenges which the Home 
Economics program faces is that of helping disadvantaged families 
to seek and utilize this kind of information. An initial effort was 
made during 1963 to reach these families. Increased emphasis 
will be given to this problem during 1964.

4-H Club Work 

It is estimated that fewer than 15 percent of today’s youth can 
expect to become owners or operators of Commercial farms. More 
than 85% will find their future in non-farm work, although many 
of these will continue to have a connection with the farm since 
40% of all jobs in the United States are directly related to Agri- 
culture. 

Four-H club work has been a successful method of working with 
young people for more than 50 years. It has necessarily given 
priority to farm boys and girls, and will need to give increased 
emphasis to helping more farm youth with a wider variety of 
problems. At the same time, Extension’s help is being sought for 
youth programs with rural non-farm and urban families. 

Up until 1957 there were 9 Agricultural projects, five Home 
Economics projects and only 7 General Interest Projects offered 
to 4-H members. The 1957 4-H project guide offered the follow- 
ing General Interest projects for the first time: Citizenship, 
Design, Entomology, Auto mechanics, Photography and Conser- 
vation. In 1959 Career and Dog Care projects were included. 
Recently Career Exploration, Public Speaking, and Marketing 
and Business projects have been added to the list. The 1963 en- 
rollment in these 11 comparatively new projects totaled 152 with 
Citizenship and Dog Care the most popular ones. 

Other General Interest projects which have been growing 
rapidly in recent years are Crafts with 168, Horsemanship with 
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28, and Child Care and Baby Sitting with 44 in 1963. Enrollment 
in most of the original 4-H projects has held quite constant in 
the past few years. Figures for some of these projects in the past 
year are: Clothing 116, Dairy 36, Gardening 86, and Food- 
Nutrition 99. 

88 Volunteer Adult leaders were responsible for teaching all 
these projects and they were assisted by 65 Junior Leaders. Total 
individual member enrollment was 420 boys and girls between 
9 and 18. These members participated in 28 clubs located in all 
towns but Meredith. Most members take more than 1 project 
so that total project enrollment was 1,049. 

The Smith-Lever Act — one of the laws under which Coopera- 
tive Extension operates — refers to “the people of the United 
States as our clientele.” Within the past few years 4-H projects 
and programs have been developed to meet the needs and interests 
of young people regradless of place of residence. In 1963 there 
were 92 members from farms, 208 from rural non-farms, and 120 
from urban and suburban areas. The 4-H program will continue 
to be available to ALL the children of ALL the people regardless 
of place of residence.

Forestry 

Our forests have changed many times since the first settlement 
in Belknap County in 1761. An emphasis on agriculture greatly 
reduced the acreage of woodland until about 1860 when the 
county was estimated to have been only 40 percent forested. Land 
used for crops and pasture was abandoned, and returned to 
woodland. An effect of this well-known decline of agriculture has 
been an increase of forested area, which now amounts to ap- 
proximately 82 percent of the land area of Belknap County, and 
accounts for 1,082 million board feet of timber over five inches 
in diameter. 

We all know of this succession of our land use; but, what is 
being done about the situation? Belknap County can boast a 
record of timber stand improvement under the Agricultural 
Conservation Program which ranks among the best in the Coun- 
try. Young stands of white pine and high-quality hardwoods have 
been weeded, thinned, released and pruned in order to insure 
rapid growth of valuable tree species, and improve the quality 
of the trees. 

Contrary to the feelings of many people, we have fine loggers, 
buyers and sawmill operators in this County. Forestry is a business

with economics playing a major role by decreasing the profit, 
which has greatly limited the activity of logging and milling of 
timber. The condition of our lumber industry must improve so 
that the conscientious efforts to grow timber will be repaid to 
their full value. This is a complex situation. A Marketing and 
Utilization specialist is now on the Extension Service Staff, and 
he is in a position to be of considerable assistance. The hiring 
of a full-time forester will enable a closer working relationship 
with the landowners, loggers, and sawmill operators. 

Approximately 700 acres of timber stand improvement was 
completed in the county during the year of 1963. Statistics for 
the fiscal year 1962-63 covering Belknap and Strafford Counties 
are as follows:
